The winter now 
wintering in St. 
Louis has brok- 
en all official rec- 
ords for snowfall 
since the Weath- 
er Bureau com- 
menced keeping 
these records, 25 
years ago. 


Between mid- 
night and 10 a. m. 
the fall was six 
inches, which is 
equivalent to .6 of 
an inch of rain- 
fall. Since the 
first snow of the 
season, Oct. 27 
last, the total fall 
in St. Louis has 
been 54.2 inches, 
or a little more 
than 4% feet. Snow has fallen on 42 days 
and has lain on the ground on 56 days. 

For at least 24 hours there will be lit- 
tle relief from the wintry weather which 
blew into St. Louis with a snowstorm 
Monday, Forecaster Hayes says. The 
cold weather belt extends west to the 
Rocky Mountains. 

Official forecast for St. Louis and 
vicinity: Snow this afternoon and 
tonight; Tuesday fair and colder, with 
high southeast winds, shifting to 
northWest; lowest temperature to- 
night about 16 degrees. 

Missouri— Snow or rain tonight: colder to- 
night; cold wave in northwest portion: Tues- 
day. generally fair with colder in east and 
south portions; high shifting winds. 

Illinocis—Rain or snow tonight: Tuesday. 
generally fair and much colder; high south- 
east shifting to northwest winds.

Banker Cowan’s Holdings. 

Rtadert was asked in redirect exami- 
nation by District Attorney Houts the 
status of the accouut of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Go. with W. P. Cowan, vice- 
president of the National Bank of Com- 
merce. He said that in June, 1903, the 
books charged Cowan with $1000 for 10 
shares of stock, and that the account 
still stands unpaid. 

He testified that J. A. Lewis, cashier 
of the same bank, was charged with 
$3500 for 356 shares, and that in October, 
1907, this account was charged off to 
surplus, that Lewis never paid any- 
thing for the shares, and that the com-

JEWELS LISTED IN 
TAX RETURNS OF 
ST. LOUIS WOMEN 


Assessor’s Books Show Decrease 
in Number of Those Who 
Ignore the Law. 





SOME LIABLE TO ARREST 


Adolphus Busch Heads List With 
$636,400 and Julia M. 
Walsh Leads Women. 


Red ink entries on the City Assessor's 
books, opened to the public Monday, in- 
dicated the personal property assess- 
ments made by.the Board of Assessors 
against persons who failed to make, be- 
fore Jan. 1, the return required by law 
for personal property taxation, 

Among those making no return, whose 
assessments were fixed by the assess- 


ors, presumably at twice the amount 
of their supposed holdings, were: A. G. 
Edwards, $40,000; A. G. Edwards & Sons 
Brokerage Co., $1,250,000; Ben F. Ed- 
wards, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce, $24,000; B. B. Gra- 
ham, $12,000; James J. Butler, $10,000; 
American Car and Foundry Co., $40,000; 
Edwards Whitaker, $40,000. 
Delinquents Subject to Arrest. 

The red ink entries were mostly those 
of small taxpayers who had ‘neglected 
to make the return, and the number was 
much smaller than in former years. 
Those whose valuations were thus arbi- 
trarily fixed will have the privilege of 
appealing to the Board of Equalization, 
which meets next Monday and remains 
in session four weeks; but they will also 
be subject to possible arrest for failure 
to make returns. 

Two years ago, as the result of a con- 
troversy between Assessor Brinkop and 
several wealthy St. Louisans over their 
assessments, Brinkop caused the arrest 
of David R. Francis, John Scullin, Al- 
fred Clifford, James H. Allen and Henry 
S. Priest, for failure to make personal). 
tax returns. 

The chargés were dismissed later in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, and 
civil suits were filed by the City Col- 
lector against the five men and nearly 
800 others, who failed to make returns, 
or whose estimate of their personalty 
differed from the Assessor’s. Most of 
these suits still are in the courts. 

Total Grows $25,784,560. 

The total assessment, real and per- 
sonal, for this year, will exceed that of 
1911 by $25,784,560. 

The figures for this year are: Real 
estate $461,756,650, as compared with $441.,- 
854,410 in 1911, an increase of $19,902,410; 
personal property $102,539,390, as com- 
pared with $96,657,070, an increase of $5,- 
§82, 320. 

The figure given for pérsonal property 
assessment does not represent the total, 
which is $144,993,350, but is estimated by 
deducting from that total one-half the 
bank stock assessment, which is com- 
monly done by the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, as a means of equalizing the bank 
stock assessment with other forms of 
property, which are not reported at full 
value.

JUDGE, IN DOUBT 
COILS A MILL 
TAX SUIT FOR CITY 


Grimm Does Not Yield Own 
Judgment, but Is Guided by 
Recent Decisions. 





TANGLE PERPLEXES HIM 


Thereby Explains His Delay in 
Giving Verdict on Case Ar- 
gued Last November. 





Judge Grimm Monday decided in favor 
of the city in one of its suits to re- 
cover $62,828.20 mill tax from the United 
Railways Co. This covers the quarter 
ending Jan. 16, 1910. 

The total amount of the city’s claims 
in other mill tax suits still pending is 
more than one and one-third million dol- 
lars. 

Judge Grimm had had the case under 
advisement since last November. Since 
then Judge Fisher has decided in favor 
of the city in another suit brought 
after the one which Judge Grimm now 
decides. 

When arguments were finiaine on this 
second suit Judge Grimm sat with 
Judge Fisher and took notes of the 
points made by the attorneys. 

Question of City’s Right in Doubt. 

In his decision Judge Grimm says 
that he experienced great difficulty 
in reaching a conclusion = as to 
whether the city has a right to bring 
civil suits for the collection of the 
mill tax, in view of the fact that the 
ordinance establishes a system of fines 
to be levied against the company on its 
refusa] to pay the tax. 

While the case in Judge Grimm’s court 
was pending Judge Homer also sustained 
the city in overruling a demurrer filed 
by the company. 

While deciding that the city is entitled 
to recover the amount sued for, Judge 
Grimm says that it is not clear to 
him that the Municipal Assembly con- 
widéréd™ the criminal prosecution of the 
United Railways Co. an inadequate 
method of collecting the tax. 

“I suggest these considerations,’”’ he 
says, “‘merely to point out that the 
right of the plaintiff to recover in this 
action is not entirely clear, and to ex- 
plain my delay in reaching a decision on 
this case.”’ 

Concluding his decision, he says: 
Defers to Other Rulings. 
“While this case presents considerable 
difficulty due to the state of the authori- 
ties, I have concluded, in view of the 
decision of Judge Homer on the demur- 
rer and of the more recent decision of 
Judge Fisher, before the case was fully 
argued and all the authorities presented, 
to defer to their opinions and follow 
their rulings, In saying this I do not 
wisn. to be understood as yielding my 
own judgment, but rather that in de- 
termining a question on which the au- 
thorities are not harmonious, and which 
to me presented much difficulty, I have 
given that weight to their opinions to 
which they are entitled by reason of 
the ability of those judges and the 
study they have made of the questions 

in the cases before them.’ 

Siz: of the mill tax cases, aggregating 
$1,148,312.85, will be argued before Judge 
Shields Friday. Another stil] is pending 
in Judge Grimm’s court.

CITY UPHELD IN 
TRANSFER FIGHT 





United Railways 
Quash Move to Force Univer- 
sal System Overruled. 


Motion to 


The United Railways lost what is re- 
garded as an important preliminary 
skirmish in the city’s fight to obtain 
universal transfers by a decision of 
Judge Grimm in the Circuit Court Mon- 
day. He overruled the traction. com- 
pany’s motion to quash the city’s appli- 
cation for a mandamus writ compelling 
the proposed transfer system. 

The United Railways contended the 
suit was not valid because a proper re- 
quest for transfers had not been made 
by the city. It argued also that such 
an action ought to be taken upon the 
particular complaint of some person and 
not on a general complaint in the name 
of the city. 

Judge Grimm held that the railway 
company’s duties are not defined in a 
statute, but in a city ordinance, and that 
by operating under the provisions of 
that ordinance the railway company ac- 
He said that pro- 
visions in such an ordinance relating to 
the operation of cars, fares and trans- 
fers might be enforced by mandamus. 

He held also that the city is the rep- 
resentative of all its inhabitants and 
has a right to institute this proceedings 
in its own name, without specifying in- 
dividual cases in which transfers have 
been demanded and refused. He called 
the city’s petition sufficient, saying its 
allegation that the railway company has 
refused and still refuses to issue the 
required transfers implies a demand has 
been made. 

The Judge's action means that the 
United Railways Co. will file a formal 
answer to the city’s petition and that 
the matter will go to @ hearing on its 
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“Americans,”

In Eu- 
rope the people accept the opinions 
of critics and do not think for them- 
selves. 

—PHILOSOPHY OF PAUL TROU- 

BETZKOY. 


A Democrat, a radical and a disciple 
of freedom socially as well as political- 
ly is Prince Paul Troubetzkoy, great 
impressionistic sculptor and relative of 
the Czar of Russia, who is arranging a 
collection of his works for exhibition 
at the City Art Museum in Forest Park. 

At the Washington Hotel Monday he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he would 
rather be living nude in a jungle, pick- 
ing his food from trees and plants and 
going where and when he wanted to 
without respect to convention than to 
live in palaces and hobnob with the so- 
called elite of the earth. 

“Become Slaves to Be Civilized.” 

“Tt isn’t my fault that I’m a prince,”’ 
he said, “and certainly it doesn’t mean 
that I'm a better man than you. I 
Gon’t see why people want to live in 
civilization, or what we call civilization 
today. Look at our factories and mills 
and business establishments where men 
of all classes give themselves up to 
slavish work just to be civilized! 

“The savage lives a natural life, and 
gets all the pleasure there is in exist- 
ence. He enjoys himself without ask- 
ing any man’s permission. 

“T haven’t eaten meat for 12 years. I 
found that man’s teeth are made for 
eating fruit and vegetables, and not for 
tearing meats. Besides, I saw that the 
animals generally used for food come 
from the types that originally lead 
clean, free lives, and I reflected that in 
eating meat I might be eating an ani- 
mal superior in some respects to myself. 
For breakfast I ate a grape fruit. For 
luncheon I will have a salad made of 
fresh vegetables. 

“No,” he said in answer to a question 
from the reporter, “I have not read 
Rousseau’s ‘Inequality of Man.’ I don't 
read much, as I want to get all my 
impressions from nature first hand. 
Count Tolstoy used to joke with me fre- 
quently about not having read two books 
he gave me.’ 

The Prince declined to sit in a strong 
light while his photograph was being 
made. “I'll sit back here in the shad- 
ow,” he said. “I would rather have a 
bad photograph than a good one, be- 
eause I don’t like my face.” 

Prince 6 Feet Tall and Strong. 

The Prince is six feet high and is big- 
boned and strong. His smooth face is 
topped by a broad brow, underneath 
which the virile man looks out from 
eyes of grayish brown. His hair is black 
and is combed to cover signs or in- 
cipient baldness.

ST. LOUIS ‘PAJAMA 
BURGLAR’ IS CAUGHT 
BY CHANCE IN PARIS 


Detective Schenk, Abroad Look- 
ing for Victor Scholtisock, 
Finds Joseph Novack. 














Joseph Novack, known to the 5SBt. 


Louis police as the Pajama Burglar, 


has been captured in Paris, France, by 


Detective Edward Schenk of Chief Al- 
staff, according to cablegrams 
received here Monday. 

Schenk, 
arrest another man, wes walking down 
a Paris boulevard when ognized 
Novack, who apparently was secure in 
the belief that thousands of miles of 
ocean were between him and the St. 
Louis Detective Department. 

Schenk hailed him and engaged him 
in conversation until a gendarme came 
along and he was locked up. 

Novack jumped his $800 bond, Dec. ll 
last, when he was called for trial on a 
charge of entering and attempting to 
rob the room of Dr. C. A. Newcomb at 
the American Hotel, Oct. 29. 

Prowled About Hotels. 

He was identified as the man who had 
entered rooms of guests at Marquette 
Hotel. In each case the intruder prowled 
about the hotel at night, clad in a4 
pair of pajamas. 

When the burglar entered Dr. New- 
comb’s room, the doctor was in bed. 
The man in pajamas stumbled over a 
chair. Dr. Newcomb awoke and grap- 
pled with him, but he got away. 

Novack was arrested at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel last November. He seems 
to have a faculty of falling into the 
hands of detectives who are not look- 
ing for him. At the time of the Novem- 
ber arrest Bertillon Superintendent Shea 
and Handwriting Expert Coakley had 
gone to the Jefferson on other bus!- 
ness. 

Expected to Get Two Men. 

Novack walked up to the desk and 
they recognized him. As they were 
about to arrest him he quickly wrote 
an assumed name on the register and 
tried to bluff the detectives by deny- 
ing his identity, they said. His identi- 
fication by Dr. Newcomb and others 
followed, and a warrant charging bur- 
glary was issued. 

Schenk left St. Louis for France two 
weeks ago. He was sent there to bring 
back Victor Scholtisock, who robbed 
Mrs. Louis Yokel of jewelry and money 
while working as houseman at Mrs. 
Yokel’s home on South Grand avenue. 
Schenck is expected to return with both 
prisoners.

EARTHQUAKE 2000 
MILES AWAY NOTED 


Seismographs in St. Louis and 
Elsewhere Record Violent 
Shocks. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Heavy 
earth shocks were recorded early today 
by the seismograph at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. The vibrations began at 5:35 
o’clock and lasted 17 minutes, being 
most violent at 5:40. The disturbance, 
which is belleved to have been of ex- 
traordinary violence, occurred some- 
where within 2000 miles of Washington. 


Earthquake Estimated to Have Been 
1500 Miles From New York, 


NEW YORK, March 11.—An earth- 
quake of unusual severity was record- 
ea today by a seismograph in Brook- 
lyn. The oscillations began at 6:38 
o'clock, reached the maximum at 5:40 
and continued until 5:65. The move- 
ments were much stronger in the 
north-south field than from east to 
west. The estimated distance of the

The largest personalty assesment 
on this yéar’s list is that of Adolphus 
Busch, $636,400. Mrs. Julia M. Walsh 
of 4341 Westminster place, widow of 
Edward J. Walsh, has the largest 
personalty assesment among women, 
$103.902. Of this $8010 represents jew- 
elry and other articles, and $95,760 
stocks and bonds, Mrs. Kate M. How- 
ard was second among the women 
with $97,990, of which $10,000 repre- 
sents jewelry and personal effects. 
She lives at 33 Vandeventer place and 
is the widow of Thomas Howard. 

This year, for the first time, mar- 
ried women were strictly required to 
return their personal property sepa- 
rate from their husband’s, and this 
rule was especially directed at jewel- 
ry. Of Mrs. Adolphus Busch’s $35,000 
return, made independently of her 
husband’s, $30,000 represented jewels. 
Mrs. Richard C. Kerens made a re- 
turn of $28,500, Sallie A. Bagnell $65,- 
740, Lucy J. Castleman $22,940, Mrs. 
Paul Bakewell Jr.,. formerly Miss 
Mary Fullerton, $6360, Mrs. Maria Da- 
vis $21,220, Rosalie G. McRee $26,050, 
Minna Gehner $6970, Mary Culver 
$1700, Mrs. Moses Fraley $1500 and 
Mrs. George F. Tower $950. 

Some of the wealthiest St. Louis 
women and those holding hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
real estate and bank stock, returned 
no personal property.

Union Electric Tax Doubles. 

The assessment of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., the returns show, 
has doubled in the last three years, 
while the Public Service Commission 
has been engaged in forming a valua- 
tion of its properties. Its realty assess- 
ment this year will be $2,000,000, its fran- 
chise assessment $5,000,000, its personalty

OF UNSETTLED 
WEATHER IS OUTLOOK 


Rise in Temperature in Middle 
West to Be Followed by Drop 


in Temperatures. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Rains In 
the Southern districts and snows in 
the North are predicted by the Weath- 
er Bureau from a disturbance that now 
covers the Pacific Slope. This disturb- 
ance will cross the Middle West about 
Tuesday and will reach the Eastern 
states Wednesday or Thursday. 

“It will be preceded,” says the bulile- 
tin, “‘by a general rise in temperature 
over much of the country east of the 
Rocky Mountains during the first part of 
the week, and it will be followed by a 
change to colder weather, which will 
make its appearance in the Northwest 
Tuesday and Wednesday. Following the 
storm, the next disturbance to cross the 
country will appear in the Northwest 
Thursday and Friday and will prevail 
over the Middle West during the week.

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Norwegian Explorer Says Storms 
May Have Obliterated Trace 
of British Rival. 


DOG MEAT PART OF MENU 


Whiskers Mower and a Tooth Ex- 
tractor Useful Instruments on 
Long Journey. 


LONDON, March 11.—Antarctic Ex- 
plor Roald Amundsen, in new state- 
nients published in the Chronicle, has 
been unable to confirm the British hope 
that Capt. Scott also reached the South 
Pole, either before or after him, 

But the famous Norwegian by no 
meang desires to go on record as disbe- 
lieving that Capt. Scott accomplished 
the same tremendous feat that he him- 
self declares he achieved. 

Circumstances existed which might 
make it altogether reasonable’ that 
Scott got to the pole without Amund- 
sen being able to know it. ‘If Scott was 
first im the march to the pole, the Nor- 
wegian explorer readily admitted storms 
might have wiped away all signs of the 
Englishman's progress and presence at 
the ultimate goal. 

Amundsen, however, encountered se- 
rene weather at the pole, and thinks 
that this favorable condition had en- 
dured for some time. 

No Mark Left at Pole. 

When he was asked if he had left at 
the extreme antipodes any positive sign 
to mark his triumph, he replied he had 
not, for, at the pole he encountered only 
a great plateau of ice covering the 
earth, and to have erected a great 
mound of boulders to signify his -tri- 
umph to all other explorers who might 
repeat his wonderful feat, was, there- 
fore, manifestly impossible. 

Aside from his own intrepedity of 
leadership, Amundsen’s comrades ap- 
pear to have borne up with fortitude 
equal to his own and no little credit is 
given to the dogs and their generally 
fine condition when the start was made 
for the march to the pole. Some of the 
faithful animals had to serve as food for 
the explorers before the journey’s end. 
And the men found nothing repellant 
in eating the flesh of the dogs, save in 
their sentimental regret that any of the 
faithful fellows had to be sacrificed. 
The dog meat is described as having 
been of excellent flavor. 

When the Fram was crossing the trop- 
ics the Aretic dogs were kept sheltered 
under a big stretch of canvas and were 
frequently cooled with a hose. There 
was no distemper or other illness among 
them and at the same time their exer- 
cise was not neglected. In this way they 
were brought to their work in fine fet- 
tle and muscle. 

Eat Joyous Christmas Feast. 

A Christmas dinner was eaten when 
Amundsen and his party were sure of 
their journey’s success. Broken crack- 
ers in melted dog fat formed the plece 
de resistance of the Christmas feast. 

There was no hardship of hunger at 
any time during the expedition, and 
there was even an oversupply of food 
when ‘they returned from the pole to 
the %8-degree mark, where plenty of 
provisions had been left. 

There was some worry over the es- 
cape of three of the dogs which de- 
eerted in. order to go back to the body 
of a fourth dog that had been aban- 
doned and not eaten, because it died of 
disease. It was feared that these dogs 
would attack the food stations which 
were to supply the explorers sustenance 
on their return. On coming back, how- 
ever, it was found that the three dogs 
had attacked only one of these stations. 
They had, however, hungrily mangled 
the body of their dead comrade. They 
had even eaten the animal’s harness 
straps. 

Eleven dogs survived the great jour- 
ney, returning to the Fram, sleek and 
so well fed that they disdained succu- 
len chunks of seal meat tossed to them. 

Amundsen and his men encountered 
their greatest difficulty in the racking, 
arduous climbs they had to make over 
the icy mountains which blocked their 
way. At times they had hard work to 
breathe on account of the high altitude. 

Averages 20 Miles a Day. 

Of course, Amundsen’s claim to an 
average speed of travel of 3) miles a 
day establishes a remarkable record for 
Arotic or Antarctic traveling, The ex- 
planation given is that this swift prog- 
ress was made through a change in the 
original plan, which was that the men 
should seek to make three miles an 
hour for five hours or 15 miles in all, 
and. then spend 19 hours in sleep and 
leisure. Instead they decided to travel 
15 miles at the slower pace of gix 
hours, to take only eight hours for re- 
cuperation and then resume their 
march. 

Two instruments that proved of great 
utility were a beard cutting machine 
and a tooth extractor. Shaving in that 
region would constitute a cruel and un- 
usual punishment, but ft is necessary to 
keep the beard closely trimmed to ward 
off the heavy accumulations of ice from 
breathing that would gather on a full 
set of whiskers. The tooth extractor on 


several occasions served to give mem-. 


bers of the expedition great relief.

BROOKFIELD, Mo., March 11.—Abra- 
ham Elmore was shot and probably fa- 
tally wounded here early today | by 
Henry A. Parish. The shooting took 
place at the home of Parish, who re- 
cently moved to Brookfield from Mar- 
celine, Mo. Elmore also formerly lived 
there. 

Parish visited the Marceline farm yes- 
terday and suddenly entering the house, 
on his return early this morning, he 
found his wife and Elmore together. 
Parish rushed at the intruder, but fail- 
ing to catch him, ran for his revolver. 

In the meantime Elmore escaped from 
the house and was hurrying away, 
when the angry husband again ap- 
peared and fired three shots. Two 
missed, but one bullet entered Elmore’s 
back, and the surgeons have been un- 
able to find it. 

Mrs. Parish pleaded with her hus- 
band to stop shooting and she would 
tell everything. He then desisted and 
re-entered the house. The wounded man 
ran across the street, staggered and 
fell face downward in the street. 

After the shooting Parish remained 
at the house until the arrival of a 
policeman, to whom he surrendered. On 
appearing before a justice of the peace 
he was released on $1000 bond. Mrs. 
Parish was hysterical after the shoot- 
ing.

With the lilting melody of “Day 
Dreams” lingering in their minds, the 
audience at the Olympic Sunday even- 
ing was plunged from the beautiful vis- 
ion of wood nymphs and water nymphs 
of Carlsbad Springs into the chilling 
snow of a St. Louis Broadway. 

For a brief time they. had been lost in 

‘The Day Dream” of “The Spring 
Maid,” which Heinrich Reinhardt has 
supplied with such exquisitely dainty 
music, Harry B. and Robert B. Smith, 
such pleasing lyrics and wholesome 
book, that Christie MacDonald as the 
Princess and Ann Tasker as the Spring 
Maid have no difficulty in sending the 
mystic harm of the spring and the 
haunting melody of the waltz across the 
footlights long enough to make the au- 
dience momentarily forgetful of the 
world outside. 

The atmosphere created by composer 
and playwright is made more realistic 
by the beautiful scenic arrangement of 
the play, so that the audience com- 
pletely surrenders to the beauty of the 
woodland springs, the dancing of 
nymphs and sprites, the little love ro- 
mance of the Princess posing as a 
spring maid, and the Prince who wooes 
her and loses a wager. 

From the first entrance of Ann Tasker 
as the spring maid in the opening num- 
ber there is hardly an interruption in 
the charming romance nor a discordant 
note in the softer music strain which is 
the operetta’s chiefest beauty.

Discontented Trusts, Perkins, Dr. 
Abbott and Others Said to 
Have Given Liberally.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—There is 
intense curiosity regarding the sources 
of the unlimited supply of money whith 
is being used to finance the third-term 
canfpaign of Col. Roosevelt. As the 
Taft supporters figure it, the Colonel’s 
friends are spending from $4000 to $7000 
a day in various parts of the country. 
In New York City alone, it is estimated 
by the “reactionary’’ opposition that the 
work of spreading the “progressive” 
faith has cost the Colonel’s backers 
$3000 a day for more than two weeks, 
with the drain still going on. From cen- 
ters like Chicago, St. Louis, Boston and 
San Francisco big bunches of money 
are daily being disbursed by the Roose. 
velt advocates, according to the Taft 
supporters, 


Alleged Source of $300,000. 
' Several versions as to the size of the 


Roosevelt stake and the sources of it 
are perplexing the Taft folks. That 
most generally credited is that $300,00) 
Was on hand before the Colonel shied 
his “hat in the ring,” thereby pro- 
claiming himself a candidate for a third 
term. This $300,000 is believed by the 
Taft men to have been put up by less 
than a dozen of the personal friends and 
admirers of the Colonel, split up in this 
Way: 

Dr. Lyman Abbot--$25,000 and office rent 
for the Colonel at the Outlook estab- 
lishment. 

Gifford Pinchot (and brother Amos)— 
$25,000 and personal services of both. 

James Rudolph § Garfield—personal 
services, but no money. 

Charles R. Crane of Chicago—$25,000. 

Alexander H. Revell of Chicago— 
$25,000. 

Dan R. Hanna of Cleveland—$25,000. 

George W. Perkins—$25,000 and per- 
sonal services. 

Frank A. Munsey—$25,000 and office 
rent in Washington. 

Oscar Straus—$25,000. 

Officials of the Harvester Trust—$25,- 
000 £ 

Boston friends of the Colonel con- 
nected with the United Shoe Machinery 
Trust (under indictment)—$50,000. 

Five friends of the Colonel (through 
Medill McCormick)—$25,000. 

It is estimated that since the Colonel 
got into the game contributions rancz- 
ing from $5 to $500 have been received 
by his managers, aggregating probably 
$50,000 more. It is a noteworthy fact, 
according to the Taft sleuths, that 
most of the money to finance the Colo- 
nel’s third term cause comes from for- 
mer “reactionaries’’ turned ‘“‘progres- 
sive,"’ and that little if any money— 
but much oratory and publicity—has 
been forthcoming from the ‘“‘progres- 
sive’ leaders. 


Governors Not on the List. 
Gov. Stubbs of Kansas is not credited 


by the Taft followers with haying sup- 
plied any money. Some bets have been 
made that the contribution of Gov. 
Johnson of California, Gov. Osborne of 
Michigan and the five other governors 
who pleaded with the Colonel to become 
@ candidate for a third term did not 
take the form of cash. 

Nor does there exist doubt in the 
Minds of Republican leaders that Col. 
Roosevelt’s personal contribution to 
the battle for political progress—and a 
third term—did not take the form of 
cash. 

A plentiful supply of money is at the 
command of General Manager ‘McKin- 
ley to supplement the pressure of ‘he 
Federal patronage machine in the in- 
terest of the President. McKinley is 
crdited with drawing upon the millions 
he is reputed to be worth to help wal- 
lop the Colonel, Charles P. Taft, 
brother of the President, is pointed out 
as another source of supply. John 
Hays Hammond is believed to nave 
been generous in responding to the call 
of the Taft patriots. Former Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich, W. Murray Crane, 
the “Big Business man” of the Senate: 
the Morgan interests and other cor- 
porations are believed to have peen 
“tapped” to provide funds to make the 
conflict exicting for the Coloncl. 

The chief late epistolatory contribu- 
tion to the campaign was a letter from 
Col. Roosevelt to Senator Dixon. The 
communication, which is long, supports 
Dixon in the challenge to the Taft 
forces to submit the rival candidates’ 
claims to primaries wherever possible. 

“We hold,” says the Colonel, “that the 
laws that govern elections and that 
govern party organizations should not be 
treated as rules which are fit subjects 
for tricky manipulation by contestants 
for a prize.” 


Talks of Federal Patro age 
The Colonel refers directly nr the ac- 


tion of President Taft in withdrawing 
Federal nominations in North Carolina 
and charges that the professional poli- 
ticlans, led by officeholders, are pitted 
against the progressive forces in this 
struggle. 

“We very emphatically object,” says 
the Colonel, “to having the issue decided 
against us, not by the people, but by the 
spoils politicians and patronage mongers 
who are engaged in defrauding the 
American people out of their first and 
most elemental right—the right of seif- 
government.”

OBJECT LESSON FOR ST. LOUIS. 

In the Sunday Post-Dispatch, enlarging on his 
City Club address, Jacob Billikopf gave St. Lou- 
isans a timely object lesson on how to do press- 
ingly needed things which have been urgently ad- 
vocated by the Post-Dispatch. Through a Public 
Welfare Board, organized by the efforts of Mr. 
Billikopf, Kansas City has gone far towards soly- 
ing municipal social problems. 

Beginning as a Parole Board to reclaim petty 
offenders, what is now the Public Welfare Boara 
has broadened -the scope of its work until its 
functions embrace a wide field of social better- 
ment. It has organized a system by which the 
unemployed and the destitute may obtain imme- 
diate relief with opportunity for permanent res- 
toration to self-support. The homeless are shel- 


tered and fed. The sick are sent to the hospitals. |, 


The derelicts are put to work on a municipal 
farm until they are ready to accept employment 
eisewhere, Temporary employment is providea 
for the able and industrious until permanent em- 
ployment is obtained through a free municipal 
employment bureau. Conditions are imposed 
upon dance halls which offer wholesome amuse- 
ment free from vicious influences. The board is 
preparing to supervise poolrooms and picture 
shows. 

An interesting experiment is a municipal] loan 
agency, conducted on sound business principles. 
It is noteworthy that last year, with loans aggre- 


with negligible losses. Many loans were ap- 

proved and guaranteed by the board.on charac- 

ter alone, without adequate tangible security. 
One notable result of the Kansas City method 


and petty offenses. This result alone is worth 
all the money and labor expended on the task. 
What its value has been in improving social con- 
ditions and restoring sinking individuals to lives 
of usefulness is incalculable.

St. Louls should awake to the necessity of or- 
ganized systematic relief and reclamation work 
of this kind.

The whole problem is merely one of common 
sense. It can easily be solved by the applica- 
tion of honesty and efficiency on the part of pub- 
lic officials. Officials who will not act must be 
forced to act by the weight of public opinion. It 
must be made clear that inefficiency and dishon- 
esty will not be tolerated in public office. Poli- 
tics must be divorced from municipal business. 

When the St. Louis people make up their minds 
that the work St. Louis needs must be done, it 
will be done. It is for citizens of St. Louis to 
determine whether St. Louis shall be in the front 
or the rear of municipal progress.

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MONEY TRUST AND E. C., M. & O. 
A line .of inquiry ready for the hand of the 


House Committee that is about to investigate the 
Money Trust ig offered in the appointment made 
in the Western Missouri district of a receiver for 
the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Railroad. 

In what is denounced as the Money Trust, the 
influence of the existing Pacific roads has always 
been said to be particularly strong.. It is charged 
with hampering improved communitation via the 
isthmus and with obstructing the Moffatt road 
from Denver to Utah.

In the history of Pacific roads, this enterprise is 
one of exceptional interest and novelty. It was 
planned to run from a midcontinental center of 
distribution through Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas 
to the Mexican line. From there, under liberal 
Diaz concessions, it was to extend to one of the 
finest harbors in Pacific waters, Topolobampo 
Bay, on the lower Gulf of California. It is as am- 
bitious a project as the Grand Trunk Pacific, now 
the center of so much attention. With money to 
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petitor in trade to Asia, Hawail and west coast’ 
American countries. 

After 12 stormy years, less than 1000 of the 
1700 miles of our first international Pacific road 
have been built in disconnected links. Unless its 
promoters’ bitter complaints as to Wall street 
have been only a shrewd scheme to sell stock, its 
experience presents one of the most typical cases 
of abuse of financial power. 
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The trouble with our free bridge which lacks 
approaches is that it is altogether too “noncon- 
secutive.”

WISCONSIN MAN HIS AID 


Prof. John W. Cunliffe One of 
Most Successful Teachers 
of English. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—Talcott Wil- 
Hams, LL. D., has been appointed di- 
rector of the School of Journalism 
founded by the late Joseph Pulitzer with 
an endowment of $2,000,000, to be admin- 
istered in accordance with an agree- 
ment with Columbia University. The 
institution will be open for the recep- 
tion of students next September, when 
will be inaugurated this factor in edu- 
cation which has attracted universal at- 
tention among statesmen and educators 
since Mr. Pulitzer first proposed it 10 
years ago. 

Prof. John W. Cunliffe, head of the 
department of English literature in the 
University of Wisconsin, is to be asso- 
ciate director of the school. 

The affairs of the school will be in 
the hands of an administrative board 
of nine, consisting of President Butler, 
Dean Keppel, Dr. Talcott Williams, 
Prof. Cunliffe and Profs. Trent, Sea- 
ger, Shotwell, Thorndike and Beard of 
the university faculty. 

The selection of Dr. Williams is rec- 
ognized by the trustees as solving one 
of the most difficult problems confront- 
ing the school. 

Dr. Williams was born in Abeih, Tur- 
key, July 20, 1849, the son of the Rev. 
William Frederick and Sarah Pond Wil- 
liams. His father was a missionary sta- 
tioned in Turkey. He was prepared for 
college at Phillips Academy, Andover, 
Mass., and entered Amherst, from which 
he was graduated in the class of 1873. 
After graduation he obtained employ- 
ment on the World, which at that time 
had not come under Mr. Pulitzer’s own- 
‘ership and was placed on the regular 
city staff as a reward for having se- 
cured an interview with Harry Hill on 
the career of John C. Heenan. 

He was associated in his work with 
Blakely Hall, Julian Robb, ' Ballard 
Smith and S. Morrill Clarke, now of the 
New York Sun. He was Albany corre- 
spondent of the World in the winter ses- 
sions of 1875-76, and after service as as- 
sistant night editor and night editor, 
he was sent to Washington as the World 
correspondent. He became afterward 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Sun; in 1879 editorial writer on the 
Springfield Republican, and in 1881 was 
chosen associate editor of the Philadel- 


+-phia Press, a position he has held ever 


since. In addition to his editorial work, 
Dr. Williams has written art and dra- 
matic criticiams and for 20 years has 
been a contributor to magazines. In 
bis service on the Philadelphia Press 
he was its managing editor for three 
years. 
Trustee of Amherst College. 

He is a trustee of Amherst College, a 
member of the Executive Committee of 
the National Civic Federation, a mem- 
ber of the archaeological museum of 
the University of Pennsylvania, a man- 
ager of the Free Hospital for Poor Con- 
sumptives, the White Haven Sanato- 
rium, vice-president of the Pennsylva- 
nia Society for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, vice-president of the Pennsyl- 
vatia Society for the Suppression of 
Social Disease, vice-president of the 
Armstrong Association, a member of the 
Financial Committee of the College Set- 
tlement, a member of the Advisory 
Board of the Legal Aid Society and of 
Mercy Hospital. 

He is a member of the City History 
Club of New York, of the American 
Philosophical Society, of the American 
Academy of Political and Social Sci- 
ence, of the American Historical Asso- 
ciation, of the American Statistical So- 
ciety, of the American Oriental Society, 
to all of which he has contributed pa- 
pers, and a member of the Washington 
Academy of Sciences. 

He is a member in Philadelphia of the 
University Club, and the Contemporary 
Club, and was for 20 years a member 
of the Clover Club, of the Amherst 
Alumni Association and of the Alpha 
Delta Phi graduate chapter and frater- 
nity, of which he was for two years 
president. In New York he is a mem- 
ber of the University Club and of the 
Alpha Delta Phi Club. 

He twice has collected anthropological 
material in Morocco for the Smith- 
sonian Institution and the archeologri- 
cal museum of the University of Penn- 
sylvania and for many years was a 
member of its committee on Baby- 
lonian research. He has published a 
number of papers on Morocco and its 
language. 

Prof. John W. Cunliffe has been head 
of the department of English in the 
University of Wisconsin for six years. 
He was born in England in 1865. After 
completing his education at thé univer- 
sities of London and Manchester, he 
began newspaper work as a reporter. 
He removed to Canada in early life and 
while engaged on the Montreal Gazette 
was also professor of English in McGill 
University. Prof. Cunliffe is credited 
with being one of the most successful 
teachers of written English in the 
United States. He will have personal 
charge of the students and work in 
English. It is understood that Dr. Wii- 
liams personally will direct instruction 
in the history and ethics of journalism 
in addition to his administrative duties.
